DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 , 3-5, 8-1 3, 1 8-20 and 22 are pending and clams 2, 6, 7, 1 4-1 7 and 21 
are cancelled. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, US Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office Action. 

Response to Amendment and Arguments 

3. Applicant's amendment to independent claims 1 , 3, 9-1 1 and 1 8 and argument 
filed 03 June 2009, particularly that adding a limitation of making the polymer flame 
resistant with an oxidizing agent and limiting the flame-resistant polymer to acrylonitrile 
polymer have been fully considered and distinguishes from US patent 3,923,950 (Gump 
hereinafter) and "Studies of Reactions with Polymers, VI. The modification of PAN with 
Primary Amines" by Chang (Chang hereinafter). 

The rejection of claims 1 , 3-5, 8-1 3, 1 8-20 and 22 under 35 USC 1 02(b) as being 
anticipated by Gump has been withdrawn. 

The rejection of claims 1 , 3-5, 9 and 1 0 under 35 USC 1 02(b) as being 
anticipated by Chiang has been withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter

4. Claims 1, 3-5, 8-13, 18-20 and 22 are allowed. The following is an Examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: Gump the closest prior art teaches composition 
and process for the production of stabilized acrylic fibers and films comprising acrylic 
polymer, aromatic amine compounds and suitable organic solvent that is similar to that 
of instantly claimed; but failed to disclose the presence of oxidizing agent.
